Penfion of , until he fhall be 
provided for in the Royal Hofpital for 
Seamen. That the Widow of every 
Seaman, under the degree of a War- 
rant or Commiffion-Officer, who en- 
tered voluntarily, and was killed or 
drowned in the Service, fhall reveive a 


Sum of Money, equivalent to one Year’s 
Wages of fuch Seaman. That the Ju- 
ftices of Peace, &c, fhall, upon proper 
Application, iffue out Warrants to the 
Conftables, Headboroughs, &c. to fearch, 
by Day or Night, for all fuch Seamen 
or Sea-faring-men -as fhall withdraw or 
conceal themfelves within their refpective 
Jurifdiétions. That the Conftables, &c. 
thall bring fuch Perfons as they thall 
apprehend before the Juftices, &cc. who, 
upon finding them to be fuch Seamen or 
Sea: faring-men, fhall caufe them to he 
delivered over to the Perfons appointed 
to receive and conduct them, to be con- 
vey’d into his Mayefty’s Sea-Service. Thar 
in making fuch general Search, it fhall 


_be lawful for the faid Officers appointed 


to make the fame, to enter any Houfe 
where they fhall fafpea fuch Seamen to 
be concealed ; and ifEntrance be‘not rea- 
dily admitted them, then to forcc open 
the Doors of fuch Houfe, in order to 
make fuch Search.

The Penal Claufe, by which eve- 
ty one is forbidden to conceal a Sea- 
man without Exception of particular 
Reafon or Relation, is, in my Opini- 
on, Sir, the utmoft Stretch of Tyranny. 
Let us dwell a while upon it, and 
fappofe a Son condemn’d as a Cri- 
minal for fheltering his Father; let 
us fuppofe a Wife dragg’d through 
the Infolence of a Crowd, and called 
with all the Infamy of a Proftitute, 
to receive Sentence of Punifhment 
for refufing to betray her Husband.

This is not a chimerical Complaint, 
founded upon rare Initances, and pro- 
duced only to counterbalance an Ob- 
jection ; the Fact and the Confe- 
quences are well known ; fowell, that 
near fourteen hundred Sailors are com-

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ing ferv’d: their Country with Ho. 
nefty and Courage, are .deprived: of 
the lawful Gains of Diligence and 
Labour, There ate Mento whom ig 
is ufual amongft the Sailors to mort.

upon fuch Terms, as cannot be men. 
tion’d without Indignation. Thefe

But if this Bill, Sir, fhould become 
a Law, the Sailor inftead of amufing 
himfelf on his Return, with the Proi- 
pects of Eafe, or of Pleafure, will 
confider his Country as a Place of 
Slavery, a Refidence lefs to be defir’d 
than any other Part of the World. 
He, will. probably feek in the Ser- 
vice of fome foreign Prince, a kind- 
er Treatment, and will not. fail in 
any Country but his own, to fee 
himfelf at leaft on a Level with 
other Men.

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fe&t Methods nearly approaching thefe: 
were prattifed in the Reign of the late 
Emprefs, we fhall find that not more 
than 1500 Seamen were’ railed; 
and thofe at the Expence of more than 
four Thoufand Pounds; fo that the Rf- 
fects bore no Proportion to the Means ; 
our Laws were infringed and our Con- 
ftitution violated to no Purpofe.

they will undertake, cannot but be ac- 
knowledged very reafonable Motivesof 
Preference. 

On the contrary, Sir, when they are 
once engaged in a Shipof War, they 
they know neither wither they are go- 
ing, what Dangers they fhall encoun- 
ter, what Hardthips they fhall fuffer, 
nor when 'they fhall be difmiffed.

whole Power, and prattife every Ex. 
pedient to increafe our Forces. 

The War has been hitherto profe- 
cuted with the utmoft Vigour, with 
all the Attention that its Importance 


Cc requires, and with Succefs not difpro- 


portioned to out Preparations; nor 
will it ever be fuffered to languifh, if 
the Powers neceflary for carrying it 
on are not denied. 

Nothing is more evident, Sir, that 


D that the natural Power of the Nation 


confifts in its Fleets, which are now, 
by the Care of the Government, fo 
numerous, that the united Power of 
many Nations cannot equal them. 
But what are Fleets unfurnifhed with 
Men? How will they maintzin the 
Dominion of the Sea, by lying un- 
aétive in our Harbours ? 

That no Methods hitherto ufed 
have been fufficient ta man our Na- 
vies, and that our Preparations have 
therefore been little more than an 
expenfive Shew of War, the whole 
Nation is fafficiently inform’d ; it is 
therefore not doubtful that fome new 
Meafures muft be taken ; whether 
any better can be fuggefled than are 
offered in this Bill, meft be en- 
quired. 

With regard, Sir, to the Claof 
now under our Confideration, it is to 
be remembered, that little more is 
propofed by it than to add the Sanc- 
tion of Legality to a Power which has 
long been exercifed by the Admiralty, 


Queftion which cannot but influence H without any other Authority than that 


the Profperity of the Nation for many 
Years. 
kt is not necefigry te remind any 





of long Prefcription, the Power of 
iffluing Warrants of Imprefs upon 
emergent Occasions, by which Sai- 

lors 
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Jors are forced into the public Ser- 
vice. 

This Power, ia its prefent State, 
muft be allow’d to have no Founda- 


tion in any Law, and, by Confe. 4 


quence, to be unlimited, arbitrary, 
and eafily abufed, and upon the 
whole, to be juftifiable only by Necef- 
fity : But that Neceffity is fo frequent, 
that it is often exercifed, and there- 
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than fome Gentlemen think: confiftent 
with the prefent State of the National 
Revenues ; and what remains to be 
done with refpe& to thofe who are 
deaf to all Invitations, and blind to 
all Offers of Advantage? Are they to 
fit at Eafe only becaufe they are idle, 
er to be diftinguith’d with ' Indulgence 
only, ‘for want of deferving it? 

It feems generally granted, Sir, 


fore ought to be regulated by the Le-B that fech Drones are the proper Ob- 


giflature ; and by making fuch Regu- 
Jations, we may rather be faid to re- 
move than introduce a Grievance. 

The Power of fearching for Sailors, 
however it has been reprefented, is 
far from fetting them on a Level with 
Felons, Murderers, or Vagabonds ; 
or indeed from diftinguifhing them, to 
their Difadvantage, from the reft of 
the Community, of which every In- 
dividual is obliged to fupport the Go- 
vernment. 


je€ts of an Imprefs. Let us then fup- 
pofe that every Man who is willing to 
ferve his Country, has laid hold of 
the Reward propofed, and enter’d a 
Voluntier. The Fleets are not yet 
fufficiently mann’d, and more Sailors 
mutt be procar’d.

transfer. Every Man is fecured by 
the Conftitution in the Enjoyment of 
his Life, his Liberty, or his Fortune ; 
and therefore every Man ought reci- 
procally to defend the Conftitution to 
which he is himfelf indebted for Safety 
and Protection. 

I am therefore, Sir, unable to dif-

long Voyage, when he is now inthe 
Sight of the Port, where he, hopes 
,to enjoy that Quiet which he_ has 
deferv’d by fo Jong a Series of .Fa- 
tigues, to. repair the Injuries, whieh 
his Health. has fuffer’d, by Change of 
Climate, and the Dict of the Ships, 
and to recover that Streng th which in- 
ceflant Vigilance has worn. away. 
When he is in Expettation of being 
received by. his Family with,,thole 
-Careiles, which the Succours that he 
brings them naturally produce, and 
defigns to reft a While from Danger 
and from Care. In the midft of thele 
pleafing Views, he is on the fudden 
feiz’d by an Imprefs, and _forc’d into 
a Repetition of all his Mi‘eries, with- 
out any Interval of Refrefhment. 

Let no Man who can think without 
€ompafiion on {uch a Scene as this, boalt 
his Zeal for Freedom, his Regard for 
Bravery, or his Gratitude to thofe who 
contribute to the Wealth and Power of 
their Country 3 Jet every Man who 
declares, himfelf touched with the Pity 
which the flighteftReflection upon fuch 
a Difappointment, muft naturally pro- 
duce, fincerely endeavour to obviate 
the Neceffity of fuch oppreflive Mea- 
fures, which may at leaft in part be 
prevented, by afligning to Magiftrates 
the Power of hunting out of their Re- 
tréats, tho’e who neglect the Butine’s 
of their Callings, and linger at once 
in Lazine’s and Want. 

There are great Numbers who re- 
tire not from Wearine’s but Idlere’s, 
oran unrea‘onable Prepoffeflion aguinft 
the publick Service, and iusely no- 
thing is more unrea‘onable, than that 
bad Difroftions fhould te gratified, 
and that Indeftry thoald: expofe any 


have already in fome Degree dif- 
charg’d their Duty to it, by con. 
tributing to bring ia that Wealth 
which 1s the Confequence of a profpe- 
fous and well-regulated Commerce, 
and without which War cagnot be 
fupported. 

It is not without Grief and Re. 
gret, that I am obliged to reprefent 
on this Occafion, the Obdftructions 
which the War has fuffer’d from thofe 
at whofe Requeft it was undertaken ; 
and to declare, that the Conduct of 


D the Merchants. has afforded Proof that 


fome Law of this Tendency is abo- 
lutely neceffary. 

The Merchants, Sir, who have fo 
loudly complained of the Decline of 
Trade, the Interruption of Naviga- 
tion, and the Infolence, Rapacity, and 
Cruelty of the Lerians ; the Mer- 
chants who filled the Nation with Re- 
prefentations of their Hardfhips, Dif- 
couragement:, and Miferies, and la- 
mented inthe moft public Manner, 
that they were the only Boly for 
whom the Legiflature had_no Regard, 
who were abandoned to the Caprice of 
other Nations, were pluridered Abroad 
and negleéted at Home. The Mer- 
chants, afier having at length by their 
Importunities engaged the State in a 
War, of which they have themfelves 
certainly not the leaft Pretenfions to 
queition either the Juftice or Necefli- 
tv, now, when by the natural Confe- 

uences of a naval Armament, Sailors 


become lefs numerous, and Ships more 


difficult to be equipp’d, contract in 
private with. {uch Sailors as they are 


inclin’d to employ, and conceal them § 


in Garrets hired for that Purpofe, till 
the Freight is reddy, or the Danger of 


an 
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an Imprefs is paft, and thus fecure their 
own private Affairs at the Hazard of 
the Public, and hinder the Operations 
of a War, which they, and they only, 
follicited. : 

The Danger ‘of having other Ene- 
mies than the Jberzans, Enemies, Sir, 
more aétive, more powerful, and more 
ambitious, has already been mention’d, 
a Danger fo near, and fo formidable, 


that he will not be thought very fo- B 


licitous for his Country, whom the 
bare Mention of it does not alarm. 
This Danger we are therefore to ob- 
viate by vigorous Preparations, and 
unanimous Refolutions, nor do I doubt 
but both our Enemies, if they find 
us united, will repent of attacking us. 
"+$ir, the moft efficacious Method of 
manning our Fleets, which Law or 
Cuftom has yet put into our Hands, is 
that of fufpending our Commerce by 
an Embargo, and yet the whole Na- 
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from moral and political Motives, I dit- 
approve it as neither juft nor prudent. 

The Injuftice of fo flagrant an In 
vafion of the Liberty of particular 


A Men has ‘been already expofed ; nor 


is it, in my Opinion, lefs eafy todif- 
cover the Imprudence of exhaufting 
all our Supplies a: once, and fweep- 
ing away all our Sailors, to fupply.a 
fingle Exigency. 

I¢ has often been remarked, Sir, 
in Favour of a Standing Army, that it 
is requifite to have a Number of regu~ 
lar Forces, who, though ‘too weak to 
oppofe anInvafion, might be. able to 
eftablith Difcipline inva larger Body. 
An Obfervation which’ may, with 
much gréater puftoels, be applied to 
the Seamen, whole Art is much more 
difficult to be attained, and who are 
equally neceffary in War and Peace. 

If ourStock of Seamen, Sir, be de- 
ftroy’d, if there is not left im our tra- 


tion knows how much and by what Dding Veffels a fufficient Number 


Means it has been eluded ; no foon- 
er was it known that an Embargo 
was laid, than the Sailors flew away 
into the Country, or hid themfelves 
in Corners of this great City, as from 
the moft formidable Danger; and no 
fooner did the Embargo ceafe, than 
the Banks of the Rivet were again 
crouded with Sailors, and all the tra- 
ding Veffels were immediately fupplied. 

AsI cannot doubt, Sir, that every 
Gentleman is equally zealous for the 
Succefs of the War, and. the Profpe- 
rity of his Country ; and as the In- 
fufficiency of the prefent Methods of 
providing for them is appasent, I 
hope that either the Regulations pro» 
poled by this Bill, to which I fee 
no important Objections, or fome 
other of equal Ule will be eftablifh- 
ed by a general Concurrence.

Hough no Gentleman in this Af 

fembly, Sir, can more ardently wifh 
the Suceefs of the Li/iputian Arms, or 
fhall more willingly concur in any 
Meafures that may promote it, yet [ 
cannot agree to the Claufe now under 
our Confideration.

of experienc’d Artifts to initiate No- 
vices, and propagate the Profeflion, not 
only our Ships of War muft lie uleles, 
but our Commerce firk to nothing, 
Nor have I reafon to believe the 
Naval Power of B/cfu/cu fo formidable, 
as that we ought to be terrify’d, by the 
Aprehenfions of it, into any extraor- 
dinary Methéds of Procedure.

iand Forces may be hired upon 
Emergencies ; but Sailors are our own 
peculiar Strength, and the Growth of 
our own Soil, we are therefore above 
all other Regards to attend, if I may 
ufe the Term, to the Prefervation of 
the Spec’es.

One of the 
Adwantages of an Hofpital is, that it prevents 
the [preading of contagious Diftempers by a time- 
by Care'o the Poor, For by the Negké& of a 
Spark of Fire a subole Tcwn may be confumed, 
Aind it is fe far from being thought en imfetticus 
Place by thofe svbko underftand the Nature of 
it, that it és generally built in the moft populous 
Parts of the Tewon, as the moft eligible, for the 
fake of being near at Hand to the Swk.and Help. 
Lfs. . Zand as, se Gowerners as wellas the Pby- 
Jficians conftantly refort to the Hofpital itfelf, to do 
the Bufiness of the Charity, it may «well be pre- 
famed they would never do fo, if theréwas the 
moft diftawt Apprebenfion of Danger.

Account will ferve to thew, how much the Sub- 
fcribers may expeét, in Return fora moderate an- 
naal Subicription. 

The Buildings, and every Thing that is ne- 
ceflary for the Execution of this Good Work, will 
be carried on without Delay: And there is Rea- 
fon to hopé, that the Hofpital may be ready for

Nothing but the Sudfcription-Money wi!l be 
required. But as the firft Expences of Building 
and Furniture for fo great an Undertaking muft 
be very confiderable, Perfons of good Subflance

Charity-which is more univerfal in its Extent, 
and prorhifes more Advantages of every Kind to 
the Publiek than any other, if the leaft Depen- 
danceis to be hadon Experience ; which in fuch 
Cafes muft-be allowed to be an infallible Guide. 

Such Perfons as have Objections to make a- 
gainfhany-perticular Part of the Charity ought 
ftill to encourage the Experiment, for the Sake of 
what they profefsto approve. No other Conduét 
can be juftified to GOD, themfelves, or the 
World ; for if they could prevent a fair Trial of 
what is intended for the general Good, and fhould 
afterwards find themfelvesmiftaken intheir Judg- 
ment, they may never have it in their Power to 
take any Reparation to the Poor ani Helplefs, 
Mr to other Members of Society, whofe Profpe- 
rity muft chiefly depend on the Welfare of the 
honeft and laborious Poor. And therefore it ‘is 
tobe hoped they will employ ail their Skill in 
Favour of the Charity, and turn a very ufeful Ta- 
lent, which is often a very injurious one, to the 
Common Gocd.

They who objeét the Dearnefs of Provifions, 
and the neceflary Expences of the Public, will 
have Reafon to think, on farther Confideration, 
that thefe are-the ftrongeft Motives which can be 
urged for the Promotion of this Defign. For the 
more we want, in order to on the Bofinefs 
of Life, the greater will be the Neceflity we are 
under of turning the Money we Have, to the beft 
Advantage, and making it go as far as may b>; 
which cannot be done in a more effeétual Way 
than by the Frugality of an Hofpital, which re- 
ftores the Poor to their Health, and enables them 
to thift for themfelves, at an Expence too incon- 
fiderable to be mentioned, and in much lefs 
Time, thanat their their own Homes. 

By this Means, not only the Poor-Rates will 
be leffen’d, bat:private Perfons will be eafed of 
the Burden of relieving a great Number of poor 
Families, who are miferable at home for Want 
of an Hofpital, ‘and yet are not the legal Objeéts 
of the publick Care, or a Workhoufe. 

If the Reafons which are urged in this Paper 
ate duly attended to, not only they who live at 
Exeter, but All who have any Coneern in the 
oft diftant Parts of the Coynty, will think 
themfelves deeply interefted in favouring this 
Eftablifhment in a City, which is the Metro- 
polis of this Part of the Kingdom, and to which 
they-may eafily fend their refpeétive Poor in Drop- 
Jfical, R tic, Paralytic, and Scorbutic Cafes ; 
and above all in fuch, as are to be helped by the 
various Operations in Surgery, an Art of the 
greateft Ufe and Service toa while Country, and 
which can only be brought to Perfection by an 
Hofpital. 

And, therefore, A/! Perfons who have any-Pro- 
perty within the County are earneftly intreated to 
give fome effectual and public Proof of their Zeal 
in Behalf of an Inftitution, which will enable 
them to adminifter fuch Help to their Country- 
men, in the moft diftreffed Circumftances, as nei- 
ther Money nor Friends can procure them any 
where elfe. Tt may well be expeéted from All who 
can look beyond themfelves, and are. capable of 
being touched by Confiderations of common Con- 
cern, that they promote and. encourage #ais Cha+ 
rity, or think themfélves obliged to cecomunend a 
more ufeful qne in its Stead, 
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A View of the many peculiar 4d- 
vantages of Publick Hofpitals. 


L Public Hofpital is the only certain way 
’ of relieving the Poor-Sick; who are 
frequently neglected and over-looked at their 
own Homes ; becaufe Phyfitians and Surgeons can 
neither give their Attendance, nor difpenfe their 
Medicines with any Convenience at more Places 
thanone ; and becaufe their Concerns are of too 
privatea Nature to engage the Attention of any, 
but the very Few who make it their Bufinefs to 
inquire after them, ' 

I It is the moft fafe and eligible manner of 
doing it 5 becaufe the Care and Neatnefs, as well 
as the Simplicity and Regularity of Diet, with 
which the Poor ate kept in an Hojpital, do all 
contribute much fooner to their Recovery, than 
their own way of living ; and are often more ef- 
fe€tual than Phyfic, in the Cure of feveral of the 
mott inveterate Diftempers. 

III. The Expen/e ot relieving a great Number 
of Sick Perfons in any pt sy bears no Pro- 
portion to that of affilting them at their refpec- 
tive Homes :..And the Widow’s Mite intruited 
with thofe who can difpofe of it in this way will 
go farther towards anfwering the Ends of Charity, 
thana Sum of Meney beftow’d at random, on fuch 
as are incompetent Judges of the Ufe of it, or 
of the proper./Vianner of laying it out. 

IV. It opens a:Channel for private Charities 
which have been long wanted, and enables Per- 
fons to Jay them ovt to certain Advantage ; be- 
caufe every one has it in his Power from the mo- 
ment he fubfcribes, to recommend a Patient, and 
by that means may be affured, that his Bounty 
cannot be mifapplied : Whereas almoft a// private 
Charities have hitherto been waited, and. rev- 
dered ineffeftual. thro’ Indolence, or want of 
knowing how to direét the Expenfe; or by 
the various Sorts of Mifmanagement, which are 
in fome meafure unavoidable, and which are too 
well known, and too heavily felt, to need any 
particular Explaration. 

V. It is incapable of being fo far abufed or per- 
werted, as to make any one repent of their Boun- 
ty ; which will appear to thofe who confider, 
that tho’ the greatei Past of the Income should 
really be mifapplied, there would ftill be more 
good done by it, than by a larger Sum in any 
other manner, Far a thoufand Perions will be 
relieved here ata //s Expence, than would be 
required for an bundred in obftinate or chronical 
Cafes. 

VI. It is a Charity that is fubjet to no Im- 
pofure, but what mult be difcovered by the Phy- 
ficians and Surgeons. 

VII. It prevents moft of the Eails that are 
common to the Poor, by adminiftring an imme- 
diate Support in the Time of Sicknefs 5 and does 
in fome mealure fupply a// their Wants more 
effe€tually than Money itlelf ; by which means 
it gives the Poor ee Cafe of Accidents, to which 
they are molt fubjeét) a confiderable Advantage 
over their Betters: The Supplies, that are im- 
mediately wanted, are here granted in kind with- 
eut any Delay. Advice and Adedicines are to the 
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Sick, what Food is to the Hungry, and Clothes 
tothe Naked. _— a 
VIII. It provides for the Relief and Comfort 
of Multitudes who are unable to beat the Exe 
pence of Advice.or Phyfick, but are not diftin- 
guithei by the Name of Ide Poor, becaufe 
do not come under the Care of a Parifh or 
Workboufe ; and yetare moft of all entitled to 
the Regards of the Public ; fince they are in pre- 
Sent. Want ; and are.of the Diligent and - Induf- 
trious, which is the moft ufeful and valuable Part 
of all Society. 

IX. It multiplies every Good that can be done 
to the Poor in anyother Way, by eafing whole 
Families of the Burden of attending and pro- 
viding for their fick Relations ; fo that the Mi« 
ferable axe relived and comforted, and their Fa- 
milies are at Liberty to earn their own Support 
at the fame Time. 

X.It preferves them from the ill Ufage of igno- 
rant Quacks and Impoftors, who too often take 
Advantage of their Neceffities and not only in- 
fenfibly drain them of the little Money they 
have, under Pretence of felling cheap Medicines 3 
but frequently deftroy their Health for want of 
Honefty and Skill. 

XI. It is of infinite Ufe to all other Perfons, 
and as ferviceable to the Rich as the Poor, by 
furnifhing the Phyficians and Surgeons with more 
Experience in ome Year, than they could havein 
ten without it. 

XII. It is a moft certain Means of increafing 
the Number of the People ; as well as of faving 
a multitude of Hands, who are often loft for 
want of timely Affiftance: And it deferves to be 
remembered, that a third Part of what every la- 
bouring Man earns, is fo much clear gain to the 
Public. 

XIII, It enables Parifbes (when they are re- 
lieved af the great Burden of fupporting the Sick) 
to provide better for the Maintenance of Orpbans 
and aged Perfons, And it is certain, that,the 
Number of both thefe forts muft gradually de- 
creafe, by a provident Care of the Sick ; whe 
will be enabled for the moft Part to educate their 
Children, as well as to provide. before-hand for, 
their own Support againft the Extremities of old 


* 
<IV. It reduces the Number of Vagrants, by’ 
depriving them of one of the moit plaufible 
Reafons for begging from Door to Door, under 
the fpecious Pretence of fick Relations or Friends 
for whom they are concerned: So that they 
who are. idle and able to work, will be obliged 
to have Recourfe to fome Employment, and make 
themielves ferviceable Members of the Commu- 
nity, when they are not fupplied in the ufual 
Manner from thé publick and private Charities, 
which are too often diftributed without cue re- 
gard to the different Neceflities of the Poor. 
XV, It isaSortof Charity which is calcula- 
ted to promotea Spirit of Religion and Virtue a- 
mongft the common People. An Hofpital is 
fupplied with Patients from a// Parts, it mutt 
needs be that a Spirit of Religion and Gratitude 
will gradually {pread throughout the whole 
Country, It may be reafonably prefumed that 
great Numbers of the People will be infenfibly re- 
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pitied by ‘the exact Regularity of Manners 
which it mdiritairied Here ; and bf their being ré- 
moved out of the way of bad Examples for fo /ing 
a Tithe as they beget in them contrary Habits ; 
as ‘Well‘as by the Frequency Of fach Reflec- 
tioheas are naturally fuggefted in the Houfe of 
Moarning. For we can néver hope to fecure 
their foften, theit Paflions, reform 
their, Manners, and poffefs them with a Senfe 
of their Duty to G O D and their Saperiors fo ef- 
ey aby this feeling way. to Inftruétion, 
" * there are many other excellent 
Charities, it may fafely be affirmed that this is 
the. moft comprebenfive, andthe ofly one by 
whieh fo much teal Good may be done at fo 
littl Expence, There is farce any one Species

The Works of Ho- G 
i mer are an Inftance of the Truth of 
jwhat I fay, in ome Senfe ; tho’ they 
we an Excepzion to the Reale I lay 

Sdown in another. The Crowd of Ho- 
) wer’s Admirers, in all Ages, hath been 
| made up of fuch as were amazed and 
Hdelighted with the Fire and Force of 
that admirable Poet ; by that Activity 
Sof Genius peculiar to this great Man, 
jand which fo ftrongly animares his Po- 
ems, that the dulieit Tranflators have 
mt been able tc fpoil chem. We are 
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told that a great Poet of our own could 


nat read the Iliad, englith’d by Chapman Homer 


without,Tears : And, indeed, Homer 
degraded ¢ven to Profe, hath in it fome- 
thing fo lively and piercing, that, it ope- 
ratés.on every Imagination, and fixes the 
Attention eyen of the moft indolent Rea- 
der. Hence, | fay, come the Crowd o 
Homar’s Admirers; for I pretend not to 
deny that he is admiréd by the Few as 
well as by che Many ; but chen, I fay, 
their, Admiration fprings from a diffe- 
rent Caufe. Thefe interior and folid 
Beauties are to be found in Virgil, and 
even.in fome other Greek Poets befides 
Homer ; which, however, . have. had but 
few Votaries in Refpect to him. We 
may fay the fame Thing in Regard to 
Horace. He is more an Original than 
any of the, Latin Poets, tho’ he had the 
Greeks continually in his View ;..and.on 
this Account he charms al] Sorts of Reae 
ders. Thofe who are ftruck with well 
tura’d Panegyrick, are furpriz’d.,with 
the Elegance of his Compliments, which 


are always fuired to the Perfonco whom.

Among the Italians we find a Multi- 
tude of Inftances more appofite.to my 
Purpofe than thofe already cited. Boc- 
calini is truly an Original ; and tho’ ic 
may be alledg’d that there is fome Af- 
finity between his Writings and thofe of 
Lucian, yet I think they cannot, with a- 
ny Propriety, be call’d Imitations. Eve- 
iy y knows with what Avidity his 

ritings were read when they were firft 
publifh’d, and how much they are ftill 
efteem’d; tho’ Time has render’d the 
fineft Strokes in them unintelligible 
without a Comment. Montaigne is ano- 
ther Original Writer, who thunderftruck 
his Cotemporaries with the Difcoveries 
he made in human Nature. His E/fays 
are inimitable, as they are without a Pat- 
tern ; for Montaigne’s Eflays are but 
Tranfcripts from his Mind, which pleafe 
in Right of their Singularity, and which 
imply that Copies can have no Merit. 
Cervantes was an Original too, and fo 
was Rabelais; but they feem to be per- 
feét Oppofites, notwithitanding that both 
excell’d in Raillery. The Spaniard, 
however, has in§nitely more Merit thaa 
the Frerchman in Point both of Manner 
and Matter; and yet Rabelais hath had 
far mur¢ Commentators than he, becaufe 
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his Humour is bolder and more extra- 
vagant. Cervantes will never fail. to 
take a Maa of Senfe fimile; whereas 
the Stories of Rabelais will make ‘Cox- 
combs as well as Critics laugh. A Maa 
mult enter into the Spirit of Den Que. 
ote before he is picas’d with him ;~but 
for the Adventures of Garagantua and 
Pantagriel, he who underftands them 
feels’ mot as ‘much Pleafure as he who 
has ftudied them, and perhaps with 
more Resfon. In a Word, Cervante: is 
the Hero ‘of all who have a Tafte for Rz- 
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void of Penetration and true Judgment, 
Betides, this ‘is nor the only Book of its 
Kind, there have been many others pu 
blifhed. with the fame View, tho’ notin 
the fame Manner, which, tho’ written by 
learned atid judicious Men, have yet met 
with an indifferent Reception, compard 
with that affurded to the Pilgrim's Pro 
grefs of Bunyan. He hath therefore, at. 
cording to the Rules, a Right to Fame, 
which fhould never be deny’d him; and 
I have the rather commended him on this 
Occafion, becaufe I chink his Example

The gloomy Profpeét of Affairs in Eue 
rope may be vefolv’d into this fingle Point; 
that the Houle of Asfria is not {trong e- 
nough to {upport itfelf againft the Furce 
and Intrigues cf the Houfe of Bourbon. 
We may therefore conciude that the mi- 
nifterial Advocates wouid, if they were 
able, fhew what Steps their Patron hath 
taken, from Time to Time, to advance 
the 4uffrian Power, and reduce the Bour- 
bon Power. . But the Truth is fo contrary 
tothis, that the great Crime imputed to 
that Lonourable Perjon is fox having engag- 
ed in Meafures oppofite to the mufirian 
Intereft, and not futficiently adhering to 
thofe made in Favour of that ‘Muffrious Fa- 
mily. 

ir we had declared with Vigour for the 
Support of the late Emperor, in the lat 
War, whofe Dominions we had guaran- 
ty’d, we might have probably put an ear- 
ly Stop to that War, or, what might have 
been better, have carry’d it on with Suc- 
cefs; and France, inftead of gaining Lo- 
rain, might have been beat from ‘the 
Banks o: the Rhine. There was the 
fame Oppofition to the Adminiftration 
t hen as now ; but that did not terrify the 
Emperor trom making an Alliance with 
Great Britaiz, nor from demanding a 
Performance of that Treaty. 

I fhall conclude with this fhort Obfer- 
vation. That if any Power declines to 
engage in an Alliance with us, till the en- 
fuing Parliament gives us a Specimen of 
its Proccedings, it may poflibly be in Ex- 
pestation that a certan Motion may have ber- 
ter SuccefSin this Parliament than it had 
in the laft,as fuch Succefs may put Alliances 
upon a more ftable, uniform, and equitable 
Bafis than it ever was, either in the Capacity 
or Integrity of a certain honourable Perjon 
and rhe grand Negotiator to do, and like. 
wife to fee the |Complexion of the Par- 
liameur, with Regard to Zaxes, and whe. 
rher it will be more engag’d in paying off 
Civil Lift Debts, or reducing the fuper- 
fluous Salaries of the Sine Cure Places, fince 
Nothing can give a Country greater Cre- 
dit than to have the Charad 
Occonamy.
